Hoover to make such a statement, 
but it would be unjust to judge the 
entire class by the action of a few 
who have followed an erratic course.

In September, 
1S62, he entered St. Charles college, 
Maryland, with the Intention of he- 
coming a priest.

John's church, Worcester. 
He mot 


with marked success in his dutlea at 
it John's but his reputation at the 
seminary was »o marked that he was 
recalled there ID 1873 and made direc- 
or. Two years later he was offered 
the pastorate of St. Bernard's church, 
Fitchburg. and assumed 
his 
duties 


there in October, 1875. 


But the educational neld called once 


more for the able

of

Fitchburg pastor. Accordingly, when 
th« Catholic university at Washington 
was opened and the eloquent Bisbop 
Keane of Richmond placed

the cost of living which was placed

G1.3 per cent for 
the same 


period. 
Thc 
comparison 
made 


shows that the largest percentage 
of increase in weekly earnings up 
to September, 1918, was record- 
ed in chemical, metal, rubber, cot- 
ton and wool manufacturing indus- 
tries. 
In the three latter groups, 


however, there was a sharp falling 
off during the period from Septem- 
ber, 1918, to March, 1910, which, 
however, was due to a reduction in 
thc number of hours constituting a 
day's work, and also in part to 
the disorganization attending a re- 
turn to thc peace lime basis.

Dr. Kuno Meyer was a lecturer wide-

was born In-Hamburg Dec. 20, 1858. 
Dr. Meyer was virtually the first prom- 
inent person to predict that the war 
beiween Germany and England, France 
and Russia would develop Into a world 
conflict. 
In 1917 he wrote an article

eyes," which quoted a conversation 
with Col. Theodore Roosevelt and at- 
tracted wide attention. Later he wrol« 
an article for the Berlin press, eaylne 
Germany had lost (he friendship of 
the United States after the sinking of 
the Lusltania.
